Health chiefs' vow 
to tighten security 
after laptop thefts 


HOSPITAL bosses have 
vowed to tighten the security 
of its patients’ personal infor¬ 
mation after it emerged that 
three laptops were stolen in 
the space of just four weeks. 

The computers - containing hun¬ 
dreds of health records - were taken 
from Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust hospitals in August. 

One was not security protected and 
contained audiology test results for 33 
patients. 

The theft was brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the Information Commissioners 
Office (ICO), which found the Trust in 
breach of the Data Protection Act and 
urged it to take responsibility for fail¬ 
ing to protect its patients. 

Trust chief executive Glenn 
Douglass signed an agreement with 
the ICO earlier this month in which 
he promised to improve security 
measures to prevent theft. 

The Undertaking Agreement orders 
the Trust to identify and encrypt per¬ 
sonal data held on laptops or other 
removable media used by the hospital 
within the next six months. 

Mick Gorrill, assistant information 
commissioner, said: “It is vital organi¬ 
sations handle sensitive personal 
data securely, especially where 
patients’ details are concerned.

“I am pleased Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust will be 
taking remedial action to improve 
data security to ensure it complies 
with the Data Protection Act.” 

Four laptops have been stolen this 
year. 

The first - which was unprotected - 
was taken from Maidstone Hospital’s 
audiology department in July and 
three others, which were encrypted, 
were stolen from the Trust in August. 

As well as containing test results, 
the first stolen laptop held personal 
data recorded between 2006 and 
2009 and personal details for an 
unknown number of patients 
between 2003 and 2006. 

Trust spokesman Darren Yates said: 
‘We take the security of our patient 
information extremely seriously. 

“Patients can be reassured, as 
the thefts in August showed, that 
the vast majority of our laptops are 
enciypted. We also remind staff to 
ensure personal computer equipment 
is kept behind locked doors. 

“It may have been the case that the 
names, dates of birth and hospital 
numbers of up to 33 patients were 
included on the unencrypted laptop 
stolen in July. We have written to all 
33 patients to inform them of the 
theft.”

Overcrowding safety 
checks on nightspots 

FIREFIGHTERS carried out late 
night inspections in town centre 
nightspots at the weekend following 
previous reports of overcrowding. 

Officers from Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service (KFRS) visited bars and night¬ 
clubs in Maidstone to check measures 
were in place for quick exits and safe 
evacuation in case of a blaze. 

The latest spot checks come two 
weeks after Beluga Bar, in Bank Street, 
was closed down early for having more 
than 200 people above its legal capacity. 

KFRS is expected to cany out more 
late night patrols as are Maidstone 
council and police licensing officers. 

Campaign to make 
drivers stick to 30 

ROAD safety teams are returning to 
the town centre to drive home the mes¬ 
sage Street Lights Mean 30mph. 

Following a successful event at 
Fremlin Walk last month, the Street 
Lights team will bring their campaign 
to The Mall shopping centre on 
Saturday, November 21. 

The scheme hopes to reduce the 
number of crashes that happen each 
year across the county’s 30mph zones. 

Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership spokesman Sarah Temlett 
said: “Many drivers who receive speed¬ 
ing tickets say they have no idea they 
were travelling in a 30mph. Yet by driv¬ 
ing at 35mph instead of 30mph, you 
are twice as likely to kill someone.”

THE PRIME Minister was in 
Maidstone last week to address res¬ 
idents’ concerns such as immigra¬ 
tion and the welfare of troops in 
Afghanistan. 

Gordon Brown answered questions from an 
audience of county town representatives, 
including town centre manager Bill Moss and 
The Mall Chequers shopping centre manager 
Paul Alcock. 

Mr Moss said one of the most interesting 
points of the afternoon was when the PM was 
questioned by Nina Babington-Browne, whose 
son Ben, from Maidstone, was killed in 
Afghanistan earlier this year. 

Capt Babington-Browne, 27, of the 22 Royal 
Engineer Regiment, died when a helicopter 
crashed in Zabul province. 

Mr Moss said: “First of all Mr Brown said how 
brave Ben was and he was genuinely sympa¬ 
thetic. He then said the Government was doing 
all that it could to look after our armed forces.” 

In response to a question regarding how the 
Government plans to tackle immigration, the 
Prime Minister said: “I see this as a turning 
point in the debate. 

“We have created a points system so that no- 
one with very few skills or anything to offer is 
going to be invited into this country. 

“So you have got to be assessed on a points 
system. What we have said today is that over 
the next few months, we will now tighten up 
the points system.” 


Mr Brown was also grilled by primary school 
children, who asked what the job market would 
be like when they are adults. 

The Prime Minister said: “I think despite the 
pessimism about the economy today around the 
world - every country has had this huge bank¬ 
ing problem - that we can say to the younger 
generation that their prospects will indeed be 
better than ours, so I’m optimistic. 

“And if you take a long-term view, the world is 
going to need the sort of goods and the sort of 
services and the sort of quality we can offer.” 


Mr Moss added: “He came across really well, 
extremely genuine. 

“The only criticism I would have about the 
event was that a lot of it focused on the nation¬ 
wide issues, rather than just here in Maidstone 
and the rest of Kent.” 

The meeting was held in the Com Exchange 
at 2pm on Thursday, and finished at about 
3.30pm. The Prime Minister had been in 
Medway earlier that day to meet with the 
area’s community leaders. 


Driver jailed 
for death of 
father-of-five 

AN UNINSURED motorist has been 
sentenced to three years in jail and 
deportation for killing a great-grandfa¬ 
ther by dangerous driving. 

K h u r a m 
Mahfooz, aged 
24, was found 
guilty of killing 
75-year-old 
Sidney Freeman 
by a jury at 
Maidstone 
Crown Court on 
Thursday, 

November 12. 

The court 

heard how 

Mahfooz, pic¬ 
tured, was driv¬ 
ing at speed 
along Cumberland Avenue, in Shepway, 
on the evening of June 27 when he 
mounted the pavement and hit Mr 
Freeman and his elderly wife from 
behind. 

The father-of-five died at the scene. His 
wife suffered a broken ankle. 

Mahfooz, originally from Pakistan, was 
charged with causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving, and having no insurance or 
MOT. 

He pleaded guilty to the charge and 
was jailed for three years. He will be 
deported once he has served his time. 

Leading case officer PC Tony Jacklin 
said: “This has been a difficult and trau¬ 
matic time for the family of Mr Freeman, 
and although nothing could replace their 
husband, father and grandfather, I am 
pleased with today’s result, which I hope 
will bring them some peace and that 
they feel justice has been served.”

face the music. She should have 
been held to account at a proper 
disciplinary hearing, and either 
cleared or sacked without a penny. 
The trust decided not to go down 
this road.” 

A tmst spokesman said: “We are 
disappointed with the decision and 
will not be alone in that view. 

“Our new management team 
accepted the failings of the trust’s 
previous leadership long ago and 
put things right.

“Both the Trust and relatives 
should be allowed to move on.” 

The two-day appeal is expected to 
take place in March, next year. 

Ms Gibb resigned just days 
before a damning Healthcare 
Commission report was published 
in October 2007, which revealed 
poor hygiene, infection control 
methods and ineffective leadership 
led to 1,176 patients developing the 
bug between 2004 and 2006 at 
Maidstone, Tunbridge Wells and 
Pembury hospitals. 

The Trust has since strived to 
improve its hygiene and in the past 
seven months it has had the lowest 
rates of C.Diff in the region. 


Conference tackles 
rising problem of 
domestic violence 


DOMESTIC abuse is on the rise 
across the county, new police figures 
have shown. 

Kent Police statistics show officers 
received more than 20,000 reports of 
abuse between April 2008 and 
March of this year - up 569 cases 
from the previous 12-month period. 

More than 3,600 of these horrific 
incidents, including threatening 
behaviour, violence and sexual 
assaults, took place in Maidstone. 

This equates to about 10 attacks 
each day. 

The rise in domestic abuse, and 
how best to counter it, will be dis¬ 
cussed at a police-led conference in 
Maidstone today (Wednesday). 

Guest speaker Ann Widdecombe 
MP said she hoped the multi-part¬ 
ner event would make a difference. 

“Domestic abuse can affect men, 
women and children, but often it 
goes unaddressed,” she said. 

“I hope this conference will high¬ 
light the dangers.” 

During today’s event, the 150-plus 


delegates will discuss the complex 
relationship between domestic 
abuse and drugs and alcohol misuse. 

Kent and Medway Domestic 
Violence Strategy Group chair, Ch 
Supt Lee Catling, said: “Misuse of 
drugs and alcohol are aggravating 
factors and can make the abuse 
more unpredictable and severe. 

“The impact of domestic abuse and 
substance misuse on family life is 
devastating, particularly for chil¬ 
dren. 

“They are victims too, as they see 
and hear abuse or sense tension. 

“It is a mistake to think that chil¬ 
dren are unaware of what is happen¬ 
ing in their homes. Children can 
often give detailed accounts of what 
has happened and the effects can 
last for the rest of their lives.” 

The conference will be attended by 
representatives from Kent and 
Medway’s domestic violence forums, 
community safety partnerships and 
women’s aid organisations, as well 
as probation and children’s services.

Chequers Centre and chasing young girls 
while shouting abuse at them. 

He w r as banned from drinking or possess¬ 
ing an open container of alcohol in the town 
after he was arrested for attempting to 
hijack a couple's wedding photos outside the 
Archbishop’s Palace. 

The offender also lias more than 10 convic¬ 
tions for drunken violent incidents. 

Cooper appeared at Maidstone magis¬ 
trates last Thursday and will re-appear on 
Wednesday, December 2. 

Meanwhile, another nuisance drunk has 
been given an ASBO for acting drunk and 
disorderly in Maidstone. 

Robert King, of no fixed address, has been 


banned from entering licensed premises, 
using abusive language or behaviour, being 
drunk or drinking alcohol in the town. 

The 51-year-old w r as arrested on Monday 
after he entered The Gateway council offices 
while drunk and created a disturbance. 

He has been arrested 15 times this year for 
drink-related offences. 

Tbw r n centre officer PC Desmond Dalzell 
comments: “We are taking a hard line on 
alcohol-related crime in Maidstone.”

Official evidence 
was doctored, 
KIG inquiry told

KENT International Gateway 
bosses doctored official evidence 
from light engineers in a bid to 
gain approval for the site to oper¬ 
ate at night, an inquiry heard. 

The accusation was made by Joint Parishes 
Group (JPG) at the ongoing public inquiry 
into the controversial proposal for a giant 
road to rail interchange at Bearsted. 

The JPG’s evidence against the plans 
revealed that KIG had misquoted the 
Institution of Light Engineers’ (ILE) guid¬ 
ance and appeared to have replaced it with 
its own definition. 

Richard Jacques, chairman of the JPG, 
said: “The inquiry was stunned into silence 
by this revelation. The fact the applicants 
have felt the need to misrepresent such a 
crucial document highlights the weakness of 
the case for KIG.” 

The original statement from the ILE rec¬ 
ommends strict night time regulations as the 
site is near to an “intrinsically dark area” (an 
El zone), but although KIG’s version 
acknowledges it is on a dark area boundary 
it claims the land is within a “low district 
brightness area” (an E2 zone), making it 
more acceptable for 24-hour operation. 

Although KIG’s representatives - includ¬ 
ing Christoper Katkaouski QC and John 
Litten - have been aware of JPG’s concerns 
since it submitted its evidence on October 6, 
when the group challenged the applicant at 
the inquiry on Thursday they had no expla¬ 
nation for the deleted passage. 

Mr Jacques added: “The way that the KIG 
development is defined as a brightness zone 
could have a real impact on the inquiry. 

“If the applicants are unable to demon¬ 
strate that the scheme is economically viable 
then the planning inspector would be obliged 
to throw it out. 



“Clearly an SRFI (Shift Rail to Freight 
Interchange) operating for 24 hours would 
have a very different economic viability than 
an SRFI that has to turn the lights out and 
shut down at 11pm. 

“The real ILE guidance is very clear, light 
shielding will not do, the lights must go out 
at 11pm. At the very least, the applicants 
should be forced to re-examine it’s assess¬ 
ment of the economics behind KIG and pres¬ 
ent its case using genuine guidance.” 

The proposal also suffered another blow 
last week when actress Jenny Agutter joined 
the fight against the proposal, saying it 
would do “immeasurable damage” to the 
area. 

The former child star, who starred as 
Roberta in Edith Nesbitt’s 1970 film The 
Railway Children, made her objections 
known in a letter to the planning inspector 
Andrew Phillipson. 

Agutter, 56, who lived in Bearsted as a 
teenager, said: “I was lucky enough to enjoy 
this special village. I am distressed to find 
that this village life, which has up to now 
retained much of its rural charm, is threat¬ 
ened with the huge KIG development.” 

KIG’s lighting expert, Nigel Pollard, is due 
to give evidence at the inquiry on Friday, 
November 27. 

The inquiry, at Kent House, in Maidstone, 
is expected to last until Christmas. 



Burglary attempt foiled 

A MAN called police after he spotted at least 
two men trying to force their way into his 
home during the early hours of the morning. 

The Ditton resident watched as the two 
burglars drove off in a car that was waiting 
nearby after failing to open the door at about 
2.50am on Tuesday. 

Officers stopped the getaway car on 
London Road, Aylesford, and arrested three 
men - aged 18, 24 and 38. The offenders, 
from Essex, were all kept in custody. 

An Audi car was on the driveway at the 
house in Ditton at the time of the attempted 
burglary and police are now investigating if 
the men were trying to break in to get the 
keys and steal the vehicle. 

Investigating officer DC Mark Ansdell 
said: “Car key burglaries are not a new trend. 
Look after your car keys. Don’t leave them 
visible through doors or windows and don’t 
keep them in an obvious place.”

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Will the French ever 
pay for Stack upset?

PEOPLE and businesses that lose 
money because of Operation Stack 
could have a case for compensa¬ 
tion against the French govern¬ 
ment. 

That’s the view of Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter who told delegates - 
including ministers and industry insiders - at 
a meeting on Tuesday that legal advice had 
been sought over the impact of French strikes 
on Kent and its economy. 

The meeting at the House of Lords was part 
of a traffic campaign started by KCC to deal 
with problems on the county’s roads. 

During Stack the M20 is turned into a giant 
lorry park, causing hold-ups and traffic chaos in 
the area, with huge financial losses for busi¬ 
ness. Stack is mainly implemented due to 
French industrial action that blocks the ports, 
stopping lorries using cross-Channel ferries. 

Blockading 

Cllr Carter said: “The misery caused to tens 
and thousands of people affected by the strikes 
and the impact on businesses and 
travel plans should not be underestimated. 
The closure of Calais harms our economy.” 

It is estimated by the Federation of Small 
Businesses that blockades at Calais and the 
subsequent stoppage of crossings costs the UK 
haulage industry £1 million a day. 

And with delays on deliveries and traffic 
problems caused by Operation Stack a further 
£500,000 is lost daily. 

Cllr Carter said the French authorities could 
be in breach of EU rules governing the free 
movement of people and goods when they fail 
to take action against illegal strikers blockad¬ 


ing French ports. This might mean businesses 
and residents affected by strikes could receive 
compensation for losses. 

Cllr Carter said: ‘With the French authori¬ 
ties failing to take action against illegal strike 
action in Calais they are in breach of Article 28 
of the European Commission Treaty. This 
means they could be liable for damages caused 
to people who are affected by the blockades. I 
have written to Lord Mandelson about it. Our 
Government needs to take this matter to the 
French Government. It’s up to the Government 
to sort this problem out.” 

Business secretary Lord Mandelson has 
agreed to pursue the issue. Cllr Carter also 
called for a long-term answer to Stack. 

“It is essential to find a solution, but we need 
to find the means to fund it,” he said. “Charges 
should be imposed on foreign lorry drivers 
using UK roads, which would pay for infra¬ 
structure and a long-term plan to deal with 
Operation Stack. 

“Thousands could be raised through this. 
Foreign lorry drivers already have an advan¬ 
tage over UK hauliers by filling up with cheap¬ 


er fuel before coming to Britain.” 

As part of KCC’s traffic campaign, a formal 
complaint has been made to the European 
Commission to highlight the effect of strike 
action on the county. 

Further concerns were raised about the 
planned expansion of Calais port. 

In 2007, about four million lorries passed 
through Kent via the Port of Dover and this 
figure is expected to rise by two-thirds over the 
next 30 years. This could mean even more 
HGVs parked on the M20 in the event of 
strikes. But Cllr Paul Watkins, leader of Dover 
District Council, said his authority was back¬ 
ing the Calais port plans. 

“It is crucial for the economy of the UK and 
Europe that both the ports are able to gear-up 
to accommodate future growth,” he said. 

“In the face of an ever-expanding interna¬ 
tional market, if one is to grow, the other needs 
to keep pace if balance is to be maintained.” 

KCC is also pushing for a third Thames 
crossing to improve connections with the rest 
of the UK, and greater use of Kent 
International Airport at Manston in Thanet.

Rare moth the 
belle of thefolI 

A RARE moth has been discovered in the 
county. 

The straw belle moth is already on the 
endangered list, so the discovery made at 
the National Trust beauty spot of Wrotham 
Water Farm is of global importance. 

The Farm, near Trottiscliffe, has also 
revealed itself to be the home of other rare 
species, according to a new report. 

Inspections by the Butterfly 
Conservation Trust revealed the presence 
of several species of rare orchids, bumble 
bees and butterflies. 

The straw belle moth has been designat¬ 
ed a priority species for conservation, 
meaning extra care must be taken in 
preserving its habitat to ensure its contin¬ 
ued survival. 

The area was used to grow wheat and 
barley, but in 1990 the fields of Wrotham 
Water Farm were ‘returned to nature’. 

Under the guidance of the Natural 
England’s Countryside Stewardship 
Scheme, the National Trust was able to 
restore the chalk grassland by planting a 
rare grass seed mix and introducing a graz¬ 
ing regime to help the moth and other 
endangered wildlife thrive. 


County Hall £200m budget shortfall to lead to 600-700 job losses 


HUNDREDS of jobs will be lost over the next 
three years as Kent County Council struggles 
against a predicted £200 million funding shortfall. 

Finance chiefs at County Hall are readying 
themselves for drastic reductions in the amount 
of money they receive from the Government, 
regardless of who wins the next general elec¬ 
tion. 

About £42m of savings have already been 
identified from next year’s budget, but a further 
£10m still needs to be cut - and between 600- 
700 posts will be axed. 

KCC employs more than 40,000 staff. 


However, the authority says it is confident the 
shortfall will not affect frontline services and the 
majority of jobs lost will be through natural 
wastage and non-replacement of staff who leave. 

Any council tax increases should also be kept 
to a minimum and will most likely be below last 
year’s rise of 2.4 per cent. 

Cabinet member for finance, Cllr John 
Simmonds, said: “What’s important is we haven’t 
been idle and we’ve already saved £110m over 
the last three years because we always knew the 
gravy train was going to halt. 

“It would have been foolish not to plan ahead 


and we would be a terribly irresponsible author¬ 
ity if we said we will worry about it next year. 

“The headline news looks alarming, but life 
isn’t going to grind to a halt. By having foresight 
we can minimise the effects, and although it 
looks frightening on the face of it, we have the 
time to look at alternative ways of doing things.” 

KCC officers have been instructed to come up 
with cost-cutting proposals over the next few 
weeks, including a review of frontline services 
to see how funds can be spent more efficiently. 

This is likely to result in a major staff reor¬ 
ganisation and a possible sharing of office 


accommodation with other public sector part¬ 
ners like the NHS. 

Cllr Simmonds said existing initiatives were 
already saving the authority cash, such as a 
permit scheme that prohibits utilities compa¬ 
nies from digging up and subsequently damag¬ 
ing the roads without a licence. 

He added: “The review of the front-line servic¬ 
es is not for us to see what we can get rid of, but 
rather what we can use more efficiently.” 

KCC has an annual budget of £1.5 billion, but 
economists predict a 40 per cent cut in govern¬ 
ment support over the next three years.

A Tell us a little bit about what we can expect to be in the 
lawbook.

Q You say in the book that you wrote to Southampton ask¬ 
ing for a trial; how did that come about?

I wrote a letter responding to the advert 
and went along to the trial game. 

I scored four times, and by the end they had 
the papers waiting for me to sign.

Bear in mind when I was playing 
for them, we got promoted to the First Division 
for the very first time in the club’s history, but 
they only seem to remember that I left. I also 
left Spurs, but I feel at home there.

What would you say is the highlight of your career? 


A That has to be playing and scoring for 
England. It is every young man’s dream to 
play for England, and once you have done it 
you can say £ I’ve made it’. Alongside that, it has 
to be winning things in front of thousands of 
fans - it makes you treasure it even more. We 
won the 1971 and 1973 League cups, as well as 
the 1972 Uefa cup.

RSPCA investigate two 
puppy dumping incidents 

TWO poorly puppies have been found dumped 
in a cardboard box. 

The six-week-old pups were discovered by a 
dog walker at the entrance to a field at the side 
of Warmlake Road, in Chart Sutton, on 
Tuesday, November 3. 

The Jack Russell terrier type crossbreed 
puppies - one is a wire haired and one is 
smooth coated - had overgrown nails and have 
suffered fur loss.

This latest incident comes just days after 
eight dead puppies were found dumped in a 
hedgerow in Wrotham Heath.

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Charity calls for 
adopters to think 
about benefits of 
taking on siblings

A LEADING children’s charity is 
urging people in Kent to consider 
adopting siblings as the number 
of youngsters in care soars to 
more than 60,000 nationwide. 

Adoption experts at Action for Children 
said too many vulnerable brothers and sis¬ 
ters are being split up in the county as 
adopters opt to take just one child. 

Carol Buckley, service manager at the 
charity’s south east project, said there is now 
more than ever a desperate need to find 
loving homes and for vulnerable siblings to 
stay together. 

Her message comes as National Adoption 
Week draws to a close and the nationwide 
figure of children in care reaches 60,900. 

About 4,000 of those are waiting to be 
adopted. Ms Buckley said: ‘With such a high 
number of children entering care, the need 
for adopters is at an all-time high. 

“To many, the idea of adopting more than 
one child can feel overwhelming. 

“However, from our own work we know 
that with the right support, families adopt¬ 
ing siblings can flourish. When siblings enter 
care together and all other family ties have 
been broken, it’s so important that, where 
possible, we keep them together. 

“To do this we desperately need adopters to 
consider if they think they 
could take on more than one 
child.” 

A lesbian couple who decid¬ 
ed to take on two young broth¬ 
ers said it was the best thing 
they ever did and urged others 
to consider it. 

Important 

Ali and Kate, from Erith, 
who are both experienced 
teachers, adopted the boys, 
now nine and 11, six years ago. 

Ali said: “Kate already had 
children from a previous mar¬ 
riage, but I really felt the need 
to have children of my own. 

“The whole adoption process 
is long and quite intrusive, but 
I wouldn’t want that to put 
anyone off. 

We came up against some 
barriers due to the fact we’re a 
gay couple, which came as 
quite a shock, but in the end we 
took on two boys and they set¬ 
tled really quickly. It’s been an 
amazing journey for all of us.” 

Ali said keeping the boys 
together was very important: 

“We found out they were orig¬ 
inally going to be split up so they would be 
adopted immediately,” she said. 

“It was so much better for them to stay 


ADOPTION IN KENT 

• On average 100 children are adopted in Kent 
each year. 

• In 2008, KCC placed 90 per cent of children 
with a plan for adoption within 12 months of 
the placement order being given by the court. 

• In Kent, 1,350 children who have been 
adopted since 1992, a third of these receive 
an ongoing service from KCC's adoption 
support and special guardianship team. 

• There are more than 800 contact 
arrangements with birth parents and their 
children who have been placed for adoption. 
KCC promotes working in partnership with 
birth parents and new adoptive families to 
encourage contact.

together. One of the boys was slightly chaot¬ 
ic when he came to us and splitting them up 
would have made it worse. 

“They still have memories of their mother 
which they talk about and 
they really need that.” 

Heart FM DJ Toby Anstis, 
can relate to Ali’s story having 
been adopted with his twin 
sister as a child. 

“I can’t imagine life without 
my sister Kate,” he said. 

Difference 

‘We’ve had such a close bond 
since birth. Fortunately we 
were kept together when we 
were adopted. It’s a special 
bond and understanding that 
has helped us come to terms 
with being adopted. It’s so 
important that siblings are 
kept together.” 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, Kent 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for children, families 
and education, said the team 
at KCC are on hand to talk 
people through the process of 
adoption. 

“It is difficult to put into 
words the difference adoptive 
parents can make to the lives 
of children and young people,” 
she said. “Similarly, those who 
adopt find having a family to 
be an enriching experience.”

Simon Robinson comes up with a novel way of cleaning our society of all crime with just one simple test 



An instant end to crime while 
freeing up our motorways... 


CRIME rates across Kent are on 
the decline, new police figures have 
reportedly shown. 

This is undoubtedly good news and a step in 
the right direction. But while progress is slow¬ 
ly being made, I feel there is a pressing need to 
eliminate all criminal acts now. 

This could be achieved instantaneously by 
locking up the UK’s street-dwelling hoodies, 
savage granny robbers and other delinquents 
before they commit their heinous crimes.

What we need here in the relative Dark Ages 
of 2009 is a more low-tech equivalent. 

Luckily for mankind, I have it. 

All we need to do to eliminate all crime is to 
build a driving simulator, in which the 
‘motorists’ are charged with the simple task of 
driving their ‘car’ along the motorway. 

And anyone who chooses to limp along in the 
middle lane when not overtaking a slower- 
moving vehicle is taken immediately from the 
simulator and thrown in jail. Forever. 

It’s as simple as that. 

It is an indisputable fact that all Middle 
Lane Drivers are criminally insane. Why else 
would they take up the middle lane when not 
overtaking? 

It makes no sense. They simply must be 
future axe-murderers, faeces-throwing psy¬ 
chopaths and so forth. 

The test would only take two minutes. 

“OK Mr Smith, sit yourself down and when 
you’re ready take the next left, a slip road on 


to the motorway,” the examiner would say.

Ratio ha ha 

One of the country's best known and most-loved 
DJs, Johnnie Walker, reveals all in his frank and 
funny show at The Gulbenkian Theatre, Canterbury 


FROM the boat that rocked 
to meeting royalty, Johnnie 
Walker has become a 
national treasure. 

One of the country’s best known 
and most loved radio voices, Walker 
has always been a champion of music 
above all else. Spend an evening 
with Walker and dis¬ 
cover how this 
frank, honest 
and funny 


man became one of Britain’s most 
enduring and popular broadcasters. 

In the 60s Walker became the voice 
of a generation when he broadcast 
from the pirate ship, Radio Caroline, 
creating a night-time show that w r as 
essential listening for music fans 
everywhere. He attracted 86 per cent 
of the night- 
t i m e 
radio 



audience and had a Europe-wide lis- 
tencrship of 20 million on the night of 
August 14, 1967, when Radio 
Caroline continued to broadcast even 
though Government legislation had 
taken all other pirate stations off the 
airwaves. 

A move to BBC Radio 1 followed in 
1969 and over the next seven years, 
Walker compounded his reputation 
as a DJ w T ho valued the records he 
played far more than the sound of his 
own voice. His lunchtime show was a 
launch pad for new r artists such as 
Steve Harley, Lou Reed, Fleetwood 
Mac. The Eagles and Steely Dan, 
but Walker spoke frankly about 
those acts of which he was not a 
fan. Describing the Bay City 1 
Rollers as ‘musical garbage' 
was one incident which, 
along with his determina¬ 
tion to play album tracks 
as well as chart hits, led to 
conflict with his employ¬ 
ers, 

In 1976 he moved to San 
Francisco and continued 
as a radio DJ, by recording 
a weekly show which was 
broadcast on Radio 
Luxembourg. He returned 
to Britain in the early 80s 
and, after stints on local 
radio, rejoined Radio 1 lo 
present The Stereo Sequence 
before moving to Radio 2 to 
take over the Drivetime slot. 

With more than 30 years of 
musical knowledge under his 
belt, it became an enormously 
popular show r for listeners with 
discerning taste. 

Walker was forced to take time 
off in 2003 w r hile he battled with 
cancer, but returned to host the 
Drivetime show until 2006. He went 
on to present a Sunday show about 
spirituality and that year, he was 
aw'arded an MBE for his services to 
broadcasting.

'Property millionaires' 
hit by slump in market 

THE recent slump in the property mar¬ 
ket has had a marked effect on those 
who have made a fortune through own¬ 
ing homes. 

Research from Zoopla.co.uk, the online 
property website, has revealed the 
extent to which property millionaires in 
the UK have suffered since the housing 
market peaked in autumn 2007. 

According to the website, the number 
of million-pound properties in the UK 
has dwindled by more than a third since 
the downturn, despite the recent turn¬ 
around in property values. 

Alex Chesterman, the founder and 
chief executive of Zoopla.co.uk, said: 
“The housing-market downturn has 
taken its toll on the exclusive property 
millionaires club, reducing the number 
of those who can claim membership from 
283,168 in November 2007 to only 
183,630 today.” 


Broadband speed blow 
to rural homes demand 


BROADBAND speeds can 
affect how desirable a prop¬ 
erty is, according to a recent 
study 

A survey by ISPreview.co.uk, a 
source of internet service provider 
information, has established that no 
matter how sought-after a property is, 
most people would not buy it if the 
best broadband speed it could achieve 
was just 1Mbps. 

The survey, which questioned 721 
people, also found that a little over 
half, 51 per cent, are willing to pay 
more for a house with faster broad¬ 
band. 

Almost two-thirds of those ques¬ 
tioned said the minimum broadband 
speed they required would be “more 
than 4Mbps”, with just one-fifth voting 
for 4Mbps itself and 10 per cent voting 
for 2Mbps, while just 6.6 per cent 
voted for 1Mbps. 

Emphasis 

ISPreview.co.uk’s editor and founder, 
Mark Jackson, said: “Consumers clear¬ 
ly place a significant emphasis on 
broadband performance, so much so 
that an overwhelming majority would 
even be willing to give up on an almost 
perfect dream home in favour of a cos¬ 
metically less attractive one that 
received faster speeds. 

“The results could have profound 
implications because many slower 
homes are often found in remote and 
rural locations that reside further 
from their local telephone exchange, 
hinting at the potential for a greater 
exodus into towns and cities where 
speeds are higher and prices lower. 

According to Mr Jackson, the find¬ 
ings of its survey “highlights the 
importance of being able to deliver 
speeds of more than double the 
current Government target, which is 
committed to delivering a minimum 
2Mbps broadband speed to everybody 
by 2012. This may now simply end up 
being too little, too late.”

Rise in prices likely to continue' 


IN its latest survey of the housing market, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors says 
that UK house prices are likely to keep on ris¬ 
ing for the short term. 

The news, which was released this month, is 
a welcome boost for the economy, which failed 
to emerge from recession in the third quarter. 

Meanwhile, according to the institute, the 
balance of surveyors reporting price rises 
rather than falls rose to 34 per cent, up from 
20 per cent the previous month, and the 
strongest survey result in favour of rising 
prices in almost three years. 


House price indices from the Nationwide 
and the Halifax have both reported rising 
house prices, but the Halifax has cautioned 
that the momentum was unlikely to continue 
since more homes were being put up for sale 
and this would, in turn, result in a slowdown 
in the demand for homes. 

Jeremy Leaf, of the RICS, said: “Although 
the supply of property is beginning to pick up, 
it is still insufficient to keep pace with the 
increase in demand, which points to further 
price gains in the near term. 

“Cheap money remains a critical prop for the 


market and this is being reflected in the con¬ 
tinuing appetite for finance from first-time 
buyers, despite the large deposits still being 
demanded by lenders.” 

In the meantime, over the last three months 
completed sales have continued to rise steadi¬ 
ly to an average of 19 per surveyor, represent¬ 
ing a slight rise on the previous quarter. 

In other recent news, the British Retail 
Consortium revealed that retail sales in 
October had surged by an annual rate of 3.8 
per cent, further fuelling hopes that a recovery 
was gathering pace.

Toyota challenges your IQ 


HAS Toyota been just too clever by 
launching its IQ3 city with a ‘big* 
engine? 

It certainly doesn’t add up at first: the IQ3 
(from £11,615) is £2,000 dearer than the 1.0- 
litre IQ entry model, higher C02 emissions 
(113g/km) mean losing road tax exemption 
and paying £35 a year and it averages 5-6mpg 
less than the smaller engine. 

But would-be buyers must use their own IQ 
here: in three-cylinder 1.0 form, the IQ is a 
real city car, though you could drive longer 
distances occasionally, especially as the wide 
track and spacious front cabin make it feel like 
a larger vehicle. 

But the four-cylinder 1.3 engine delivers 
more acceleration and, crucially, more cruising 
power and refinement than the ‘three-pot’ as I 
found when road testing a car from Motorline 
Toyota at Canterbury. 

This makes the IQ3 great for commuting into 
London or across Kent as well as town driving 
and a better all-rounder and potentially some¬ 
one’s only car, where as the original might be 
stretched to be more than a second car. 

The IQ3 also suits an automatic ‘box, which

fits the ethos of a small city runabout; auto 
changes in the original IQ feel more frantic. 

Overall IQ attributes are impressive: it is 
just 30cms longer than the rival Smart 
ForTwo yet gains two seats. 

However, the seat behind the driver is virtu¬ 
ally useless. The front passenger seat is stag¬ 
gered close to the dashboard though, so an 
adult can sit behind - just. 

So we have a 3+1-seat car rather than a full 
four-seater and the ‘+1’ is really the boot as 
there is barely any space behind the rear seat- 
backs. 

Nevertheless, the IQ shows masterly pack¬ 
aging and its low stance and wider track, 
largely overcomes pitching expected from 
such a short wheelbase car. The IQ drives and 
handles well for its size too. 

Interior quality and trimming is superb, but 
could be funkier to attack the Smart.
